F or longer than most can 
remember "THE ROOF" of 
the Gallery has become more 
like a sieve than a protector. 
That is finally all coming to an 
end. As you read this, MCM 
Restoration of New London is 
installing new decking, copper 
flashing, extra thick asphalt 
architectural shingles, 
guaranteed for 40 years. 

Cost, $40,700. 

The project in the final 
analysis was divided into two 
separate projects. It became 
clear that the skylights 
presented their own special 
problems that needed expert 
attention. Heritage Builders of 
Milford, who does the skylights 
for Yale University buildings, 
made an offer we couldn't 
refuse. They found that the 
frames were in good condition 


and that resealing the glass with 
state of the art seals would do 
the job and preserve the original 
skylight structure. Cost, about 
$30,000. 

The overall project cost is well 
below the once feared $120,000 
an then some cost. So far, we 
have raised, through the special 
roof drive that started with the 
Summer Solstice event last 
summer, about 47% of the funds 
that are needed. It is hoped that 
the rest of the cash can be raised 
through events. If not, then a 
tentative loan is in place to 
provide the rest of the money to 
pay for the project. The loan, if it 
is used, will be paid back 
through operating monies. 

Now, the Legend can be 
passed to the next generation. 
Finally, we will have a dry roof 
over our heads. 


LAA Appreciative of 
Krieble Donation 

T he Krieble family legacy of 
philanthropy is national in 
reach. However, the Krieble's 
extraordinary support, particu- 
larly of the arts, is most evident 
in Old Lyme, Connecticut. 

Nancy Krieble, who died in 
October of 2001, remembered 
the LAA with a gift of $250,000. 
Her wonderful donation 
provides the LAA with 
desperately needed fund for its 
endowment. This fund helps to 
preserve LAA's historic building 
and to support the creation and 
study of art in Old Lyme into a 
second century. 

The art community of Old 
Lyme flourishes because of the 
generosity of many remarkable 
art patrons. The members of the 
Krieble family are especially 
noteworthy. The Florence 
Griswold Museum is construct- 
ing the Robert and Nancy 
Krieble Gallery, scheduled to 
open in July. With this much 
needed expansion, the Florence 
Griswold Museum now takes its 
place as the national art treasure 
it has become. The Krieble 
Library at the Lyme Academy 
College of Fine Arts provides a 
space conducive to study and a 
rich academic resource for both 
students and faculty.

Letter from the LAA President 


T hroughout the year, you will read each exhibition prospectus and various 
articles featuring the events planned by your Association.

Edgar Miner Recalls 
Post-War LAA 

I n 1938, Edgar Miner enrolled as 
an art student at the National 
Academy of Design in New York 
City. In 1941, he postponed his 
studies to serve with the 43rd 
Division 15th Air Force. Through- 
out World War II, Edgar was 
stationed in Australia, New 
Zealand and New Guinea. 

After the war, Edgar returned to 
his hometown of New London, 

CT. He resumed his work in fine 
art, studying oil painting with Guy 
Wiggins and Jim McManus in Old 
Lyme. Edgar joined the Lyme Art 
Association in 1945. He succeeded 
Harry Hoffman as Treasurer of the 
LAA in 1953 and continued in that 



Edgar recalls clam chowder 
suppers in the basement of the 
unheated LAA on cold winter 
evenings. Artists would gather on 
Friday nights, heating themselves 
and the chowder with a wood 
burning stove. After dinner 
conversation was lively and art- 
related. Bertram Bruestle, both a 
fine LAA painter and a pioneer of 
documentary nature films, 
occasionally showed his films of 
birdwatching expeditions to the 
membership. Bruestle's films are 
now in the archives of the Thames 
Science Center in New London, CL

statesman with stories to share, 
please call Jeanne, Director or 
Linda, Archivist, at 434-7802.

Rare Sighting 
from Halls Road 


H ave you noticed LAA's 
historic building slowly 
emerging from the dense forest 
underbrush? Dr. Anne Bingham 
Pierson, past president of the 
LAA, recently presented a 
generous donation to the LAA 
for landscape improvement. 
With this gift and a grant from 
the town of Old Lyme, the 
Association turned to Susanne 
Stutts to plan and supervise 
improvements in landscaping, 
exterior lighting and signage. 

At the start of her career, 
Susanne headed from her home 
state of New Jersey to Colby 
College in Waterville, Maine to 
pursue a degree in art history. 
After graduation, she moved to 
Georgia with her husband and 
growing family. The red Georgia 
dirt challenged Susie's gardening 
and landscaping projects; her 
studies in landscape design had 
begun. 

When the family, now 



numbering five, moved to 
Basking Ridge, New Jersey, Susie 
studied at the New York 
Botanical Gardens and became a 
certified landscape designer. 
Relocating with her family to 
New Canaan, CT, Susie 
established a landscape design 
business, Designs with Plants. She 
planned the garden for the town 
center of New Canaan and 
developed master plans for many 
private properties. 

To date, Susie has had the LAA 
property cleared of dead and 
dangerous trees and limbs and 
most of the underbrush.
